The  Scalby  Urban  District  Council  are  erecting  30  one  bedroomed 
biingalows  and  flats  together  with  warden's  house  and  common  room  for  the 
aged  at  The  Green,  Newby.  Central  heating  is  being  provided  together 
with  laundiy  facilities. 


Private  enterprise  is  supplying  the  major  part  of  the  housing 
needs  in  this  airea. 


A  cottage  and  outbuildings  forming  part  of  Scalby  liall  was 
demolished  to  make  way  for  new  access  road. 

Water  Sunnlv 

The  District  is  served  by  piped  water  supply  from  Scarborough 
Water  Undertaking. 

17  samples  iiave  been  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  and  77 
samples  to  Public  Health  Laboratories  for  bacteriological  examination. 

All  proved  to  be  of  a  satisfactory  standard. 

The  water  includes  both  temporary  and  permanent  harlness  and, 
therefore,  is  not  susceptible  to  plumbo-solvent  action  in  lead  pipes. 

Number  of  houses  connected  to  mains  3,290  (8,239  population) 

Number  of  houses  not  connected  to  mains  7  (21  population^ 

The  houses  not  connected  to  the  Toim  mains  are  sited  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  district  and  comprise  farm  dwellings.  Private  vrells 
and  springs  supply  their  demand  in  this  connection.

There  are  three  scheduled  caravan  sites  within  the  Urban  District, 
all  of  which  are  authorised  for  the  summer  months  only.

SANITARY  CONDITIONS 


Refuse  Collection 


The  refiise  collection  department  continued  to  serve  the  district 
adequately  and  a  weekly  collection  was  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

A  more  frequent  service  was  provided  for  business  premises. 
Outlying  faim  premises  were  visited  fortnightly. 

Trade  refuse  requiring  a  special  collection  was  treated  as  a 
rechargeable  item  based  on  a  time  and  material  basis. 

Salvage  Collection 

Salvage  collection  was  arranged  by  means  of  trailer  attached  to 
the  refuse  collection  vehicle  and  only  on  special  collections  and  in 
emergencies  was  this  service  accommodated  by  open  vehicle. 

127  tons  18  cwts.  of  waste  paper  was  foiwarded  to  Thames  Board 
Mills  during  the  year  imder  review. 

Refuse  Tj-p,  Bumiston  Road 

During  the  past  year  we  utilised  the  assistance  of  mechanical 
plant  to  control  refuse  disposal. 

A  fire  broke  out  on  the  tip  face  on  the  11th  August,  1968,  which 
V7as  subsequently  controlled. 

Public  Health  Acts  1936  -  1961 

100  inspections  (excluding  housing  inspections)  were  carried 
out.  30  nuisances  were  detected  and  remedial  work  was  carried  out  after 
informal  action. 

Offensive  Trades 


No  business  that  could  be  constiued  as  an  offensive  trade  was 
registered  in  the  Urban  District  during  the  past  year. 

Glean  Air  Act 


No  atmospheric  pollution  was  evident  during  the  fiscal  period. 
This  was  possibly  occasioned  by  the  fact  that  Scalby  Urban  District  is 
residential  in  character. 

Offices,  Shoos  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963 

70  visits  were  carried  out  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act  1963  during  the  past  year,  and  no  unsatis factory  conditions 
were  found. 

Rodent  Control 


Ministry  recommendations  in  rodent  control  were  at  all  times  adopted 
in  the  Urban  District,  Two  part  time  rodent  operatives  camy  out  the 
requisite  treatment  and  surveys  as  and  whei?e  required. 

The  treatment  for  the  year  under  review  resulted  in  the  estimated 
killing  of  185  rats  and  the  recovery  of  58  rat  bodies. 

During  survey  work  and  subsequent  treatments,  there  was  an  estimated 
kill  of  1 1  mice  and  9  bodies  recovered. 

The  low  degree  of  infestation  in  the  area  may  have  been  due  to 
consistent  and  effective  treatment. 

Workable  Area  Committee  Neighbouring  local  authorities  and  officials 
of  the  Nlinistry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  met  twice  during  the  past 
twelve  months.  Subject  matter  under  discussion  was  selected  at  the  previous 
meeting  in  each  case.  Invaluable  and  informative  data  was  obtained.  Interesting 
lectures  were  given  by  the  Ministry  officials  and  Pickering  Urban  District  Council 
acted  as  hosts  on  both  occasions.

The  Urban  District  has  provided  one  mortuary  in  I-Ioor  Lane,  Newby 
which  also  serves  the  Coroner's  area  and  is  available  for  sudden  deaths 
and  victims  of  road  accidents.  Post  mortem  facilities  are  not  available. 

Three  cases  were  dealt  with,  one  of  which  was  from  outside  the 
Urban  area.

&  Sons  Ltd.  (Lawrence  Grove) ,  3.  F.  Shepherd  &  Sons  Ltd.  (Scalby  Hall  Park) 
and  4.  i'fenn  Builders  (The  Glen  Development,  Hay  Lane). 

^chemes  completed  during  year;  L.H.  Thompson  (Builders)  Ltd 
(Moor  Lane)  and  Glafield  Homes  Ltd.  (^dge  Green)
